A  successful  operation  was  done  on  a  11-year-old  boy 
at  Hanover  Hospital  by  an  eye  specialist. 

Forty-eight  pupils  were  taken  to  Dr.  Sargent  in  Frank- 
lin where  a  dental  clinic  was  held. 

Two  school  children  and  one  pre-school  child  were  taken 
to  Memorial  Hospital  in  Concord  for  removal  of  tonsils 
and  adenoids.  Three  pupils  were  fitted  to  glasses  and  six 
pupils  had  their  glasses  changed.  A  patient  was  taken  to 
Manchester  cancer  clinic  and  later  to  a  Manchester  hos- 
pital for  three  weeks'  treatment.  One  patient  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  Pembroke  Sanitarium.  Two  pupils  were 
taken  to  Franklin  and  given  the  Tuberculin  Test.  Eight 
pupils  and  two  adults  were  taken  to  Franklin  oculists. 
Twelve  patients  were  taken  to  Franklin  dentists.  One  pre- 
school child  was  taken  to  Concord  eye  specialist.  One 
pupil  was  taken  to  a  Laconia  eye  specialist.  Two  patients 
were  taken  to  Franklin  Hospital.  Fifteen  patients  were 
taken  to  the  local  doctor.  Twelve  patients  were  taken 
to  out  of  town  doctors. 

Physicals  were  done  on  high  school,  grammar  and  prim- 
ary pupils  in  February  and  September  and  the  grammar 
and  primary  pupils   were   weighed   every   school   month.

REPORT   OF   SUPERINTENDENT   OF   SCHOOLS 

February  4,  1938 

To  the  School   IJoard  and  Citizens  : 

The  current  school  year  is  the  fourth  of  my  acquaintance 
with  your  schools.  My  work  began  just  as  you  opened  the 
high  school  for  both  boys  and  girls,  in  the  fall  of  1934.  The 
total  high  school  registration  that  year  was  59.  It  has  now 
increased  to  95.  During  the  same  period  the  registration 
in  elementary  schools  has  decreased  from  173  to  126.  The 
registration  in  all  schools  decreased  from  232  to  221.  As 
the  high  school  tuition  pupils  have  increased  from  14  to 
}i7 ,  the  increase  in  resident  pupils  in  high  school  has  been 
13.  During  this  time  the  record  of  the  three  completed 
years  shows  good  attendance,  varying  from  over  93%  to 
nearly  95%.  The  decrease  in  tardiness  from  399  to  179  is 
to  be  commended. 

With  the  numbers  at  Flaghole  reduced  to  three  resident 
and  three  tuition  pupils,  this  school  was  closed  and  chil- 
dren have  been  transported  to  East  Andover  since  the  open- 
ing of  school  in  September. 

Cilleyville  School,  though  opening  with  thirteen  pupils, 
had  lost  all  but  five  before  the  close  of  the  fall  term.  These 
children  have  been  transported  to  Andover  Village  since 
January  3. 

The  Budget  presented  by  the  School  Board  calls  for  the 
raising  of  $2,310.16  less  than  was  raised  last  year.  In 
spite  of  tiiis,  we  believe  it  provides  for  certain  small  in- 
creases in  salaries,  a  little  increase  for  high  school  text- 
books and  supplies — required  because  of  additional  pupils, 
and  for  a  few  much  needed  maps  in  the  elementary  schools. 
$50  has  been  added  for  high  school  repairs  to  provide  for 
the  cost  of  maintaining  floors  in  good  condition,  while  $25 
has  been  deducted  from  the  elementary  schools  account 
because  of  the  fewer  buildings  in  use.  A  new  item,  tran- 
portation  of  pupils  to  high  school,  has  been  added,  in  ac- 
cordance with  a  new  law  enacted  by  the  last  Legi.slature. 
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The  savings  which  lia\e  made  the  smaller  Budget  pos- 
sible include :  one  less  teacher  by  closing  Cilleyville  School, 
no  further  payment  of  high  school  tuition  to  outside 
schools,  the  increase  of  high  school  tuition  received,  and 
the  larger  estimated  balance  at  the  close  of  the  current  year. 

In  view  of  the  large  decrease  in  the  Budget  as  presented. 
it  is  hoped  that  the  District  will  carefully  consider  action 
on  Articles  ^  and  10  of  the  Warrant.  It  is  planned  to 
present  to  the  meeting  estimates  of  cost  of  installing  fur- 
nace heat  at  each  of  the  two  buildings.  This  is  recom- 
mended for  your  consideration  because  it  would  mean  not 
only  added  comfort,  but  possibly  an  economy  in  main- 
tenance and  fuel.  A  furnace  at  East  Andover  would  make 
possible,  at  some  later  date,  a  satisfactory  installation  of 
running  water,  with  flush  toilets,  a  much  needed  improve- 
ment. 

Article  10  gives  the  District  an  opportunity  to  provide 
for  as  much  improvement  of  high  school  grounds  during 
the  coming  year  as  you  feel  you  can  afford. 

In  the  death  of  Hiram  Seavey,  the  high  school  and  the 
district  have  lost  a  man  who  gave  his  best  in  service  and 
who  was  a  most  loyal  friend.
